Texas does not 
call its provision a ‘‘Baum es L a w ’’ and it is not 
entitled to that designation even if w e were w ill­ 
ing to accept the New York name as a general one 
for al! such statutes. The T exas law does not go 
to such len gth s in m ak in g sure that the habitual 
crim inal shall, on successive conviction of felonies, 
be finally sentenced to prison for life. 
The fact of the com parative ineffectiveness 
of the Texas statute m ay 
be deduced from the 
circum stance that the Baum es Law of N ew York it 
much better known in this state than is our ow n 
law on the same subject. 
But the Tex'as habitual criminal act could be 
made m uch more c ffe c th e than it now is if prose­ 
cu tin g agen cies were m ere disposed to take ad­ 
vantage of the weapon thu s 
provided for m aking 
the law* feared. 
Judge King's admonition to the Houston grand 
jury w as a step in the right direction. Grand jur­ 
ies should insist upon b ringing prosecutions under 
the habitual criminal act w h en ever the circum ­ 
stances ju stify it. But w h ether or not the h ab it­ 
ual crim in al act shall be employed widely in Texas 
depends nearly entire!} 
upon prosecuting attor- 
neyt> in the various «ounties. W ithout their assist­ 
ance the grand juries and the judges can do little. 
The aggravated crime conditions w hich pre­ 
vail in N ew York, Chicago and other large cities 
of mixed population ha ’ nm developed in Texas. 
It is e n tire ly probable tbat the need for extraord - 
nary m easures 
in curbing organized crime will 
never be so great here. But w ith our cities g ro w ­ 
ing r a p i d l y , and with the threat of gangsterism 
held before us by the experience of other sections 
of the country, it se©ma a w iae course to polish up 
the weapons of law and order already in our pos­ 
session. The hab tual crim inal act is the most e f­ 
fective deterrent of gangsterism that can be d evis­ 
ed. But the weapon will not serve us if we allow 
it to rust on th< 
«hclf w hile ‘‘repeaters’’ are be­ 
ing convicted daily and g e ttm g off w ith terms bas­ 
ed on the latest offense.
